In 
the main event, Hulk Hogan 
and Mr. T. battled “Rowdy” 
Roddy Piper and Mr. Wonder- 
ful, Paul Orndorff. By now 
everyone knows what hap- 
pened on that night but the 
repercussions from the big 
battle are still being felt to- 
day. In the closing seconds 
of the battle Roddy Piper left 
the ring leaving ‘‘Mr. Wonder- 
ful” Paul Orndorff to fend for 
himself against Hulk Hogan 
and Mr. T. After Orndorff was 
pinned and Mr. T. and Hulk 
Hogan declared the winners, 
Roddy Piper went berserk. He 
blamed Orndorff for the em- 
barassing loss and then 
tagged him with the 
nickname “Mr. Blunderful” 
for botching up the match. 

It didn’t take too long 
before this animosity on the 
part of Piper and Orndorff 
escalated into a full scale 
war. It was during this time 
that Orndorff fired Bobby 
“The Brain’ Heenan and 
declared himself a free man. 

The fans who were skep- 
tical at first over Orndorff’s 
“Change of heart’’ soon 
made a complete reversal 
and began to wildly cheer Mr. 
Wonderful. The fans were ful- 
ly convinced that Orndorff 
had changed after Mr. 
Wonderful jumped into the 
ring to save Hulk Hogan as 
he was being attacked by 
both Roddy Piper and ‘‘Ace” 
Orton. 

With Orndorff now a full- 
fledged good guy, he felt he 
had to save face and defeat 
Roddy Piper. ‘I! didn’t know 
what | was getting myself in- 
to when | agreed to be Piper’s 
partner,” Orndorff told a 
group of reporters. “The man 
talks a good game but when 
the heat is on, he backs away 
like a scared rat. He claims to 
be big and bad, a real tough 
dude but why then does he 
need someone by his side to

watch his back? If | could 
only get him in a one-on-one 
situation, I’ll prove to the 
world that the guy’s a born 
loser.” 

In Piper’s defense, Mr. 
Wonderful has since faced 
the ‘Rowdy One” in a one-on- 
one situation on several oc- 
casions, but as of now, both 
men are still around to talk 
about the outcome. 

The wildest brawl between 
the two arch enemies oc- 
cured during a segment of 
Saturday Night’s Main Event. 
The bout had to be the tough- 
est, most action-packed 
match ever broadcast on

television. Both men started 
out warily but it didn’t take 
long before the two were 
slugging it out like two 
madmen. 

Piper and Orndorff even- 
tually wound up on the out- 
side of the ring where they 
continued to pound each 
other senseless. It was ob- 
vious by the looks on their 
faces that nothing was going 
to tear these two wild men 
apart. They fought on the 
ropes, on the ring steps and 
even under the ring! Never 
once did either give an inch 
or take a quarter. 

Soon, they moved up the 
runway leading to the dress- 
ing rooms with their hands 
still clapsed tightly around 
each other’s throats. The in- 
tensity between the two was 
so strong that no one even 
tried to come between them. 
The T.V. crew, meanwhile, 
followed the men all the way 
into the corridor leading to 
their private dressing rooms, 
filming the action as the two 
wrestlers bounced off the 


walls like a_ pinball 
ricocheting off the side of a 
pinball machine. Finally, 


Piper reached the dressing 
room door and when he did, 
someone pulled him in, sav- 
ing him from Orndorff’s 
grasp. Mr. Wonderful, though 
pounded on the door like a 
man possessed, waiting 
desperately for Piper to 
answer the knock so that 
they could resume their war. 
But, wisely, the Scotsman 


never answered. Thus 
another confrontation ended 
indecisively. 


Roddy Piper, however, saw 
it in an entirely different way. 
In his inimitable, sing-song 
style Piper quipped, ‘The 
man is running scared. | 
psyched him out completely 
and now he can’t sleep at 
nights. Allhe thinks about is 
Piper this, Piper that.

in Chicago, Illinois. As Hulk 
Hogan battled Roddy Piper, 
Paul Orndorff waited in the 
wings anxiously watching the 
action. Orndorff knew that 
Ace Orton was doing the 
same on the other side of the 
arena. The moment the Hulk 
had Piper in trouble, Ace 
jumped into the ring to save 
his man. Orton and Piper 
managed to kick Hogan a 
couple of times but then Mr. 
Wonderful ran to the ring. 
Orndorff immediately hurled 
Ace clear out of the ring and 
then Orndorff and the Hulk 
did the same to Piper. 

After the Hulk returned his 
championship belt, he patted 
Mr. Wonderful on the back 
and the two heroes put ona 
muscle posing demonstra- 
tion. After flexing their 
triceps, the two heroes left 


the ring together.under a long 
and loud ovation. In their 
dressing room, immediately 
following the bout, Orndorff 
and Hogan pledged to watch 
each other’s backs whenever 
Piper was around and vowed 
to work together to rid the 
sport of ‘‘Rowdy” Roddy 
Piper. 

As tough as Paul Orndorff 
and Hulk Hogan are, it’s still 
going to take an army of 
Hulks and Orndorffs to put an 
end to Roddy Piper and his 
irascible ways. It’s nearly a 
year since Orndorff and Piper 
have been at odds and their 
feud is still no closer to com- 
pletion than it was when it 
first began. In fact, one is led 


- to believe that these two mor- 


tal enemies will be fighting 
against each other until 
they’re old and gray.

Sam Houston was a noted 
competitor among the 
amateur ranks in his home 
town of Waco, Texas. His ac- 
complishments were im- 
pressive enough to have 
drawn the attention of Dusty 
Rhodes. With encourage- 
ment from “The American 


Dream,” he anxiously looked 
forward to making profes- 
sional wrestling his career. 
That first step was only 
some two years ago, and 
since then his friendship and 
training with The Dream and 
“Magnum TA” Terry Allen 
have made his. spotlight 
brighter. That spotlight has 
not only drawn the attention 
of promoters and fans but 
has also singled him out to 
the likes of Andersons and 
Tully Blanchard, noted 
enemies of both TA and 
Rhodes.Not an envied posi- 
tion for Sam in this respect. 
During a match with Tully, 
Sam’s head was battered un- 
til it required some 26 stit- 
ches to close. But even this 
was only the beginning of 
what was planned for the 
new associate of “America’s 
Team,” Rhodes and TA. 
Given the opportunity to 
heal, he again took his place 
alongside the men who had 
taught and encouraged him. 
Once again, blows were 
struck at him and signed asa 
message for his friends from 
Blanchard and the Ander- 
sons.

and fights to soothe their 
sprit of adventure. 

The most feared biker ac- 
tivity is a good, old- 
fashioned, knock-down, drag- 
out rumble where rival gangs 
meet to battle it out in order 
to prove superiority over one 
another. Like any fight to the 
finish, the only rule in a biker 
rumble is that of survival. 
Anything goes in these 


savage encounters including 
whips, straps, chains, 
crowbars and anything else 
that can be used to beat 
another’s face into a bloody 
pulp. 

For the past three years, 
the Road Warriors have 
dominated wrestling as the 
paradigms of street gang 
biker types with their rugged 
builds, leather accessories

and biker boots. Add to this 
their razor cuts and face 
paints and you have a new 
wave twist to’ the more 
conventional image of a 
biker. Their love for rumbles 
dates back to their youth on 
the streets of Chicago where 
they would take on entire 
gangs by themselves as they 
ruled the Windy City with 
their dreaded clothesline and 
precision teamwork. 
Recently, another rival 
biker gang has burst upon 
the scene in Pro Wrestling 
USA to challenge the War- 
riors not only for their AWA 
World Tag Team belts but 
also for superiority in the 
toughness department. This 
new teamconsists of brothers 
“Wild” Bill and Scott “Hog” 
Irwin better known to most 
people as the Long Riders. 
Hailing from Duluth, Min- 


nesota, the Irwins are ex- 
cellent wrestlers, having 
graduated from Verne 


Gagne’s wrestling camp a 


few years ago after suc- 
cessful amateur careers. 
This awesome duo has also 
held many tag team titles in- 
cluding the World Class Tag 
Team titles and the prest- 
igious National Tag Team 
Championship which they 
lost earlier this year. 

Ever since the Irwins cruis- 
ed into the AWA on their 
massive Harleys they have 
been the objects of con- 
troversy due to their no- 
nonsense approach to wrest- 
ling in their streetclothes. In- 
stead of opting for trunks and 
padded boots, the Long 
Riders prefer to get off of 
their cycles and climb into 
the ring wearing faded jeans, 
leather belts and their long 
rider coats which date back 
to the old west when 
cowboys wore them for pro- 
tection as they rode across 
the plains in all types of 
weather. The only difference 
in their ring attire centers 
around their footware as Bill 


wears cowboy boots with 
leather leg warmers while 
Scott favors steel toed work 
shoes (better known as waf- 
fle stompers). 

After literally running over 
every team they opposed, the 
Irwins decided to challenge 
the champions since they 
figured that the Warriors are 
the only team around who 
could give them a good fight. 
The match-up between the 
toughest teams in the sport 
looked even as Bill and Hawk 
are both around 280 pounds 
while Scott and Animal each 
weigh in excess of 290 
pounds. Both teams are ex- 
tremely rough,. preferring to 
circumvent the rules and rely 
on brute strength and brawn 
instead of wrestling holds. 

The first match between 
the two teams took place in 
the St. Paul Civic Center in 
late summer as the Irwins 
gave the Warriors all they 
could handle and more, at- 
tacking the champs as they 
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Hog pounds Hawk in the midsection.

entered the ring before any 
introductions could take 
place. This blitzkrieg caught 
the Warriors off guard as 
they suddenly found them- 
selves in a fight for their lives 
as well as their belts. After a 
couple of minutes of fighting 
toe to toe, the Warriors 
managed to hurl both 
brothers out of the ring and 
remove their ring gear before 
once again fighting off the 
crazed brothers. 

The matched see-sawed 
back and forth until the War- 
riors emerged victorious, but 
only after Hawk gouged 
Scott’s eyes, enabling 
Animal to register a pin over 
the temporarily blinded biker. 
Seeing this, Bill charged into 
the ring and continued the 
battle with both Warriors as 
Scott regained his senses 
and joined in soon after. 

Although the match was 
over, it was evident that 
these two teams must meet 
again to settle their dif- 
ferences. Scott Irwin may 
have said it best when he ad- 
dressed the champs saying, 
“We beat you up and you 
know it, but what did you do? 
You imitated Precious and 
gouged my eyes. like the 
chickens you are. Well Road 
Warriors, get ready because 
the Long Riders are after you. 
When we catch up with you 
we’re going to do what we do 
best, we’re gonna beat you 
up. We’re the only team to 
take it to you, and we’ll do it 
again. So, watch out.” 

After weeks of negotiating, 
the rematch was signed for 
Milwaukee, a fact which 
pleased Scott Irwin who 
welcomed the announcement 
with an ear to ear grin. ‘‘Well, 
well, it’s gonna be a great 
night when my brother and | 
beat the Road Warriors for 
the belts in Milwaukee, the 
home of Harley Davidson. 
What more fitting place for 
us to win the world titles?” 

“That’s right Hog, Road 


Warriors, we beat you up 
once and we’ll do it again. 
Shine up the belts because 
we want to wear them as we 
ride away from the arena on 
our bikes,” added Bill Irwin. 

From the moment both 
teams entered the ring, it was 
pure mayhem as the Long 
Riders once again attacked 
the Warriors before any in- 
troductions could be made as 
Bill and Hawk squared off 
while Scott battered Animal 
in the opposite corner. This 
went on for about one minute 
before the Warriors again 
threw out the Irwins as they 
received a standing ovation 
from the sellout crowd. After 
the Irwins made it back into 
the ring, it ways anything 
goes as each team tried to 
put the other away early with 
brutal assaults.

slammed on the concrete by 
Scott who also got into a 
brief altercation with a few 
pro-Warriors fans coming to 
Animal’s rescue. After toss- 
ing Animal back into the ring, 
the brothers tried to finish 
him off by clotheslining him 
with Bill’s belt, an action 
which resulted in their im- 
mediate disqualification. The 
battle still raged on as the 
Warriors managed to get the 
strap away from Bill only to 
clothesline him as his brother 
threw twelve steel chairs into 
the ring to protest the deci- 
sion. 

After the match, neither 
team talked about the out- 
come except to say that their 
biker rumbles are far from 
over. All four men vowed 
revenge on the other team in 
retaliation for the pain and 
humiliation they suffered in 
this important match. The 
hatred runs deep between 
both teams and this confron- 
tation between rival gangs 
may best be settled inside of 
a cage, but one thing is cer- 
tain: the latest biker war 
must have a winner soon 
before bloodshed begins. *

TRAGEDY!

he Russians have once 

again claimed owner- 

ship of the NWA World 
Tag belts. 

The belts changed hands 
in mid-October when the 
Rock & Roll Express, Rick 
Morton and Robert Gibson, 
met the Russian faction of 
Ivan and Nikita Koloff in yet 
another intense confronta- 
tion. Krusher Khruschev, 
wrestling’s own ‘‘man 
without a country” was, of 
course, present at ringside to 
stand guard and offer aid

when necessary. 
Stipulations for the match 
called for no time limit and no 
disqualifications. The item 
that was overlooked in the 
setting of the rules was 
Krusher’s presence. Had he 
been barred from ringside 
perhaps the outcome would 
have been different. On the 
other hand, if Krusher hadn’t 
interfered it would very likely 
have been some other equal- 
ly unsettling circumstance 


that would have enabled the 
Russians to win the belts. 
The action opened with 
Nikita and Morton and never 
stopped. After the opening 
scuffle and feinting for posi- 
tion, Rick took the advantage 
with a spectacular flying 
body block from the top rope. 
Nikita could go nowhere but 
down. Morton’s attempted 
pin at this point was foiled by 
lvan’s quick entrance with a 
boot to his back. And Gibson 
was just as quickly there to 
even the numbers. As the 


referee attempted to put Ivan 
back into his corner, the R & 
R Express threw Nikita into 
the turnbuckle and delivered 
a double drop kick to Ivan’s 
back. 

This move unfortunately 
proved to be part of their own 
downfall. The force of lvan’s 
fall was absorbed by the 
referee who landed soundly 
on the concrete outside the 
ring. Krusher, sensing an op- 
portunity, came up onto the 
ring apron. His move was met 
with another double kick 
from Rick and Robert. With 
Nikita again approaching, he 
too received the Rock & Roll 
specialty. 

Rick mounted the top rope 
with the R & R duplication of 
the huge Russian chain as 
Robert struggled to hold the 
mighty Nikita erect. Rick 
leapt from his perch, slam- 
ming the chain firmly to 
Nikita’s head. (Remember 
this was a no d.q. match 
which most times translates 
to “anything goes’ but 
remember — it was a tag 
match and that means four 
men, not five). 

Morton once more covered 
Nikita for the pin. This one 
could easily have drawn a fif- 
teen count instead of the 
needed three, but the referee 
was still outside the ring. As 
Robert went to lend assis- 
tance, he was jumped by 
Krusher, leaving Rick to do 
battle alone. 

Ivan re-entered the ring and 
overpowered Morton, whipp- 
ing him into the ropes. Mor- 
ton succeeded in diverting 
whatever plan Ivan had in 
mind by jumping in and strad- 
dling his waist. Ivan’s next 
move was lights out for Mor- 
ton. As Ivan fell backwards 
with Morton’s weight, he also 
released his grasp, sending 
Rick head first into the turn- 
buckle which had been wrap-

ped with the Russian chain. 
The chain was hastily re- 
moved as lvan positioned 
himself for the pin. Once the 
referee counted the fatal 
three count the titles belong- 
ed to the Russians. 

Although the Russians 
now have the title, the fight is 
not over. The Russians, who 
unceremoniously refer to the 
interpretation of USA as 
“Useless Stinking 
Americans’’ or ‘‘Under- 
priveledged Stupid 
Americans,” show expansive 
satisfaction at their achieve- 
ment. They would do well, 
however, to keep in mind that 
the Rock & Roll Express has 
not been an easy prey. Size 
and strength are not the at- 
tributes that they rely on as 
do the Russians but the 
Rockers’ determination, 
quickness and natural ability 
to convert an opponent’s 
maneuver to their advantage 
has stood them against the 
profession’s best, and they 
have no Intention of calling 
the matter closed. 
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“Yeah, they have the belts 
back,” shouts Rick, ‘‘but they 
won’t be keepin’ them. They 
got them by their typical 
twisted means—three on two 
—but we won't be giving up. 
We’re going 


to be right 
behind them and all over 
them every chance we get 
’cause they make us sicker 
now than ever. They’re 
always” talkin’ about 
Americans and puttin’ us 
down, and all the time, 
they’re sitting here drinking

our milk and eating our honey 
and bragging about how 
they’re going to pave the road 
to Russia. Well, they can 
count on pavin’ their road if 
they want, but it won’t be 
with American gold. It’ll be 
with stuff nobody likes to 
step in.” 

Their meetings since can- 
not be termed wrestling mat- 
ches. Most of them are not 
even sanctioned by the NWA. 
One such confrontation was 
a double chain match. While 


the following description will 
probably fall short of creating 
the exact blow-by-blow, it will 
hopefully illustrate the limits 
that both teams are willing to 
go to in order to rid wrestling 
of what each considers to be 
an unhealed sore and deter- 
mine clear victors to this 
NWA title. 

Just keeping the hatred in

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check until each set of men 
could be securely bound at 
the wrist by the huge chains 
was an ordeal. Robert was 
linked to Ivan and Rick to the 
towering Krusher. Nikita was 
not at ringside, but as things 
turned out, they succeeded in 
inventing other means to 
make up for his absence. 
Every man found himself 
dangling through the ropes at 
one time or another while the 
other end of his confinement 
was still within the ring. The 
battering was relentless. The 
enormous links of chain 
caused the blood to stain 
every corner of the ring as 
weil as the surrounding floor. 
The vengeance was frighten- 
ing as they tried to hang one 


another and literally smash 
as much flesh as possible. 

It took awhile but no one 
could actually claim suprise 
when the Russians managed 
to kick and knock the referee 
to the floor. Then, as lvan and 
Robert battled on the ropes, 
Krusher, who was also inside 
the ring, dangled a_ near- 
beaten Morton outside. 
Krusher then slipped the belt 
fastener from his wrist and 
helped Ivan put the finishing 
touches on Gibson. Quickly 
replacing the band, he held 
Morton out until the referee 
crawled to the mat and ended 
the melee with a three count 
for the Russians who wasted 
no time In exiting through the 
enraged mob. 

As the history of profes- 
sional wrestling will prove, 
there are no victors in these 
bloodbaths. Once emotions 
begin to run this high, the 
participants enter a collision 
course that has no limita- 
tions or rules. The cause 
many times becomes lost 
along the way. They become 
consumed or possessed in a 
search and destroy mission. 

Perhaps by this printing 
the matter will be solved or at 
least have calmed to a 
degree that allows life to 
resume on a more peaceful 
keel. Starcade 85—The 
Gathering will put the war 
within the confines of a steel 
cage. This is not always the 
answer nor even a point that 
we like to see things come to, 
yet when there seems to be 
no other alternative it has on 
occasion served to tire those 
involved in the battle for 
awhile. 

The difference between the 
two countries honored by 
these men have always ex- 
isted and wil not be resolved 
by the outcome of this private 
war. But neither can you fault 
the valor and pride with 
which the Rock & Roll Ex- 
press have stood against the 
invasion. *

Studd and Bundy were 
already acquainted with each 
other. In Toronto, Heenan in- 
troduced the two, and as it 
turned out,it was King Kong 
who saved Big John from a 
humiliating haircut at the 
hands of 7’ 5” Andre The 
Giant. Studd held Andre 
down as Bundy delivered four 
splashes, causing The Giant 
to suffer from a_ horribly 
displaced sternum. 

Three days after the deal 
was completed, Heenan in- 
troduced his new tag team to 
the wrestling world on Piper’s 
Pit, and the Studd/Bundy 
team proved their worth to 
“The Brain” just minutes 
later when they downed 
Hillbilly Jim after Heenan 
clubbed Lou Albano from 
behind with ALBANO’S 
Manager of the Year trophy! 
“We knocked out that Hillbil- 
ly just like we knocked out 
Andre!” Bundy laughed, “and 
we’re gonna knock out a lotta 
other. people before we’re 
through!” Luckily for the big 
boy from Kentucky, Bundy 
had time to administer only 
three splashes, and Hillbilly 
Jim got away with only 
severely bruised ribs. 

“You know, | kind of feel 
sorry for Andre and Hillbilly,” 
Bundy stated with obvious 
sarcasm, “because they’re 
both so fat and injured. | 
wonder which parts of their 
bodies Studd and | will 
smash next!”

ing from $25,000 to $100,000. 
Recent innovations in the 
battle royal area have pro- 
duced cage battle royals, 
pole battle royals, tag team 
battle royals and even the 
first coed battle royal in 
Atlanta a few years ago. 

All of these new twists on 
the old battle royal concept 
cannot mask the fact that 
this is the single most 
dangerous match in all of 
wrestling. Many would argue 
to the contrary pointing out 
the severity of cage matches 
and lights out matches which 
also take their toll on fighters 
by sapping them of strength 
and blood as they compete to 
eliminate a hated rival. The 
danger associated with a bat- 


career-ending match if 
wrestlers are not on their 
toes throughout the entire 
match. 

With this in mind, AWA pro- 
moter Dennis Hilgart set out 
to develop a unique way of 
presenting the annual battle 
royal in Milwaukee after the 
tremendous response to last 
year’s tag team battle royal. 
After months of thought and 
input from the AWA Govern- 
ing Board, he won approval 
for his latest idea to run the 
battle royal as the first event 
of the evening with subse- 
quent matches determined 
by order of elimination. For 
example, the first man 
eliminated would fight the se- 
cond man eliminated, third 
out fights fourth, fifth fights 
sixth, and so on until only two 
men remain standing in the

ring. These last two men 
would meet in the final match 
of the evening, fought under 
over-the-top-rope elimination 
rules, for the top prize of 
$100,000. One final stipula- 
tion was added before the 
match concerning tag teams: 
no two wrestlers would be 
allowed to split the prize 
money in half if two friends 
such as the Freebirds ended 
up in the final match. The 
money would be given only to 
the one man who emerges 
victorious. 

This announcement was 


met with cheers from wrestl- 
ing fans anxiously an- 
ticipating such an exciting 
event while many wrestlers 
were less enthusiastic. Their 
main gripe centered around 
their lack of knowledge :of 
their opponents until roughly 
one hour before match time 
thus eliminating any pre- 
match training or strategy 
sessions. 

Nevertheless, a total of 21 
men signed up for the battle 
royal in hopes of picking up 
the $100,000. The final roster 
included: Jerry Blackwell, 
Larry and Curt Hennig, 
Michael Hayes, Buddy 
Roberts, Steve Regal, Jimmy

Garvin, Scott and Bill Irwin, 
Nick Bockwinkel, Larry 
Zbyszko, Greg Gagne, Rob 
Ricksteiner, Kelly Kiniski, 
Stan Hansen, Jerry America, 
Jerry Auratski, Greg Boyd, 
Leon White, Scott Hall and 
Boris Zukhov. With an 
average weight of about 250 
pounds, there was more than 
5200 pounds of flesh in the 
ring by the time the bell rang, 
starting the free-for-all. 

While everyone began 
slugging it out inside the ring, 
Stan Hansen paced around 
Outside the ring, whipping 
everyone he could with his 
lariat and cowbell. The first 
man eliminated was Buddy 
Roberts who jumped out 


when he say Jerry Blackwell 
walking toward him with a 
smile on his face. Roberts 
was followed closely by 
Kiniski, Auratski, America 
and Ricksteiner who were 
undermatched by the larger 
and meaner men still in the 
ring. As the fighting wore on, 
it was apparent that Michael 
Hayes had his hands full as 
Blackwell, the Irwins, Regal 
and almost everyone else 
went after the “Bad Street” 
thug in retaliation for some of 
his past actions. Hayes kept 
jumping in and out of the 
ring, evading his enemies and 
keeping his head firmly at- 
tached to his shoulders. 
Soon Regal, Boyd, Scott Ir- 
win, White, Bill Irwin and 
Nick Bockwinkel were 
eliminated in that order, set- 
ting up some pretty in- 
teresting matches. As 
Zbyszko and Gagne were bat- 
tling on the ropes, they were 
flipped out onto the floor and 
began fighting all the way 
back to the dressing room. 
Scott Hall astounded 
everyone with his strength, 


picking up Boris Zukhov and 
throwing him over the top 
rope at the same time 
Hansen catapulted Larry 
Hennig out the other side. 
Hansen eliminated Curt Hen- 
ning who pulled the cowboy 
out with him onto the floor 
where Hansen busted Curt 
Open with his cowbell 
before repeatedly running his 
face into the ringpost, 
bloodying him up. As the bat- 
tle inside the ring wore on, 
Hansen was busy coating the 
ringside floor red with Hen- 
nig’s blood before being ap- 
parently led away from the 
ring. 

Finally, it was Hayes and 
Garvin against Hall and 
Blackwell, who charged their 
smaller rivals immediately. 
After gouging Hall’s eyes, 
Hayes and Garvin whipped 
Blackwell into the ropes to 
clothesline him only to have 
Blackwell shoulderblock 
Hayes from the ring. Instead 
of going after Garvin, 
Blackwell climbed over the 
top rope onto the floor, con- 
ceding the match but qualify-

The climatic match bet- 
ween Scott Hall and Jimmy 
Garvin was the fitting end to 
an exciting battle royal as 
Garvin used every dirty trick 
in the book to stop his 
muscular opponent while 
Precious distracted the 
referee. Even five con- 
secutive knees to the groin 
could not slow down Hall as 
he mustered up enough 
strength to back drop Garvin 
over the top rope to win the 
$100,000 check. It was a 
sweet victory for Hall, an 
AWA newcomer better known 
to fans as “The Coyote,” who 
has his sights set high in the 
wrestling world. By virtue of 
his victory, Hall moves 
himself in line for a title shot 
at Rick Martel or the new tag 
champs Garvin and Regal. 
With this victory under his 
belt, watch for Scott Hall to 
make a name for himself in 
the AWA. *
